or Congressman Knox will introduce a 
bill for tHat purpose.” said un official iii 
Hie office of the sup. reining architect for 
th'* treasury department. 
“Congress having committed Itself to 
the project,’■ he continued, 
“will 
not 
abandon tile sit«*. 
WKen it is properly 
explained why a site cannot be obtain.*'! 
for the amount 
appropriated and that 
it will be out "I th** question to ereet a 
building iller* for $15o,ooo, I believe con ­ 
gress will raise lh** limit. 
‘‘The department has been confronted 
With similar cases, 
We have alw ays r e ­ 
fused to erect a building that in a few 
years would lie unsatisfactory because of 
Its size or situation. 
We have contend­ 
ed that It Is not good business to do this, 
and to erect a building which is unsuit­ 
able for Un* purpose is simply a wast** of 
time and money.

“Congress often refused to appropriate 
the additional sum for several years but 
eventually it has done SO. 
We teel that 
the price of realty there Is not exorbi­ 
tant and that it 
is impossible to con­ 
struct a building in the business portion 
of the citv and of such a character as 
Lawrence is entitled to for the money at 
our command. 
‘•lf coHf?r^^s refuses to mpproprWitt* un 
additional sum our hands are tied. for we 
have done everything within our power. 
H owever. I b el that it in onl.v a nu .-st ion
